“TSILEBOET” FEAT RECALLED 


From enquiries made- at the 
offices of the agents of the s.s. 
“Lok Sun” which now lies strand- 
ed off Samun Island, the fact was 
revealed that ‘the salvage party 
made another trip io the distress- 
ed vessel yesterday afternoon. 
They had up to this morning not 
returned and pending their report, 
nothing can be known. 

A “China Mail” representative, 
in conversation with master 
marines. learned that the “Lok 
Sun” is badly wedged in between 
rocks, and added to this is the 
fact that she is badly holed in the 
aft, and the reck ‘which did the 
damage has penetrated deeply into 
the hoid, thus preventing the ves- 
sel being washed forward or 
backward. : 

It was also stated that the “Lok 
Sun” is in almost the same posi- 


tion . as the JCIL. lines, 
“Tjileboet” about two years ago. 
It will he remembered that she 
ran on the rocks of Waglan, and 
was so hadly holed: and wedged 
in that. it was ultimately found 
necessary to cut her in halves. 
Her better half—the bow—was 
eventually brought back to the 
harbour under her own steam and 
partly assisted by tows. A new 
stern was later built by the Tai- 
koo. Docks.

EFFECT OF RAIN IN 
LAST 6 DAYS 


YESTERDAY’S GAIN 
BIGGEST RESERVOIR IN ISLAND 
“COMES OFF BEST” 


COLONY'S ‘WATER POSITION 

Glad tidings which, however, prov- 
ed to be premature, were distributed 
by a vernacular paper yesterday +o 
the effect that water would be avail- 
able for twelve hours a day, 
in Hong Kong Island, through the 
street fountains, as from to- 
morrow. In view of the mistake 
made, it is-necessary to emphasise 
that the almost continuous rain, of 
the last six days—and the weather 
has now cleared—hag resulted in a 
gain to the reservoirs of only 26314 
million gallons. This brings the 
total in storage to 378 million gal- 
lons—not counting 10 or 12 million 
gallons’ in “service” reservoirs— 
as against the maximum capacity 
of over 2,000 million galtons! 

The addition impounded in the 
24 hours ended at 7 a.m. to-day 
is 37 miilion gallons in Hong 
Kong and 10 million gallons ‘in 
Kowloon. Kowloon’s storage now 
totals 214 milion gallons. 

Less Than an Inch

MECHANICAL ENGINEER 


- FACTS RELATIVE TO HIS 
STATUS 

-At a‘special meeting, the Institu- 
tio of Mechanical Engineers decided 
to apply for a Royal Charter. This 
movement is a wholly commendable 
one, and it is somewhat difficult to 
understand why it was moi made 
several years-ago. Many times in 
these columns have we dealt With 
the question of the status of en- 
gineers, compared with that of mem- 
bers of more fully-organised profes- 
sions, such as medicine and the law, 
and have urged that anything that 
improve that status 
should be supported and encouraged. 
The value of a Royal Charter in add- 
ing to the standing of their institu- 
tions was recognised long .ago by 
civil engineers, and in recent years 
by electrical engineers, and the lead- 
ing institutions eoncerning them- 
selves with these two branches of 
work now have charters which- en- 
able their corporate members to. des- 
cribe themselves respectively as 
Chartered Civil. Engineers and Char- 
tered Electrical Engineers. 

An Anomaly : - 

That the Institution. of Civil En- 
gineers, the Institution of Mechanical 
Engineers, and listitution of Elec- 
trical Engineers are the leading 
bodies in Britain, each in its own 
field, does not admit of dispute, and 
it has been something of an anomaly 
that, while civil and electrical men 
could describe themselves as “char- 
tered engineers,” a like privilege has 
been denied to mechanical men. The 
present proposal on the part of the 
Institution of Mechanical Engineers 
may, we trust, be taken as the first 
step. in an attempt to do away with 


-|this anomaly. The draft charter, as 


it stands, hardly compasses’ that end. 
Under its terms, cérporate members 
will have the right to describe them- 
selves as “Member of the Charter- 
ed Institution of Mechanical En- 
gineers,” or Associate Member of, 
&ec., as the case may be, This ap- 
pears to us an important distinction 
fram the position under the. charters 
of the. “Civils” and “Electricals.” 
2 A Charter 

We do not know that there is any 
particular value in a charter per se. 
It carries with it various disadvant- 
ages, such as the necessity of tefer- 
ring proposed changes in by-laws to 
the approval of the Privy Council. 
Its advantages are indirect, and main- 


|ly lien the added status it brings. 


Hf, however, this status is to be of 
full value to members of an instita- 
tion, there must be some ready usable 
official form by which its existence 
can be conveyed in everyday usage. 
This condition has veen realised by 
the Institutions of Civil and Electri- 
cal. Engineers, and their members 
have advantage of the brief and ex- 
pressive manner of describing them- 
selves which we have quoted.

He had promised 
to look into the matter and as a result 
they hoped for better results in the 
future. | a % 

Mr. H. Kendrick pointed out that 
the delays’ continued to be as bad as 
ever. A telegram from London which 
should have been received at 5 o'clock 
on Monday afternoon did not arrive 
‘until much later, with the result that 
they had to send a special, cablegram 
to-India that morning costing 1s 6d 
per word. The delay was universal,

GOODS AND PASSENGERS IN 
NE. ENGLAND: 


THE ANNUAL CONGRESS 

The eighth annual congress of the 
Institute of Transport was held at 
Harrogate under the presidency. of 
Air Vice-Marshal Sir W. Sefton 
Brancker.. On the opening - day 2 
civic welcome was, extended to the 
congress by the Mayor of Harrogate 
(Captain C, W. Whitworth), after 
which s paper on’ “Characteristic 
Feature of the Transport. Facilities 
of the North Eastern Area of the 
London and North Eastern* Railway” 
was presented by Mr. T. Hornsby, 
Divisional General Manager (North 
Eastern Area), London and - North 
Eastern Railway. 

Coal: Principle Traffic 

After -an historical introduction, 
Mr. Hornsby said cozl had always 
been the principal traffic on the rail- 
way in the north-east area, and in 
1922 over -42 million tons were con- 
yeyed, or “70 per cent. of the total 
freight. In 1928 the amount was 38 
million tons, of which over 28 mil- 
lion tons was for shipment at north- 
eastern ports.. The present tendency 
was for shipping places to be con- 
structed close to the mines. Thus 
‘while staiths had been erected re- 
cently. at- West Blyth, Dunston and 
West Dunston, Tyne Doek, which at 
one time dealt with 7,000,000 tons 
per annum, had been considerably 
depleted. A peculiarity was that 89 
per- cent. of the coal transported in 
the area was carried in railway-own- 
ed waggons, mainly with a capacity 


‘lof 20 tons, though some 40-ton wag- 
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gons were used, These were princi- 
pally of the chopper type, owing ta - 
the method: of ‘discharge used both 
at the ports and at the iron and, 
stes] works, Each. colliery or group 
of collieries was given a daily allot- 
ment measured in tonnage capacity, 
‘and steps were taken to maintain the 
supply of waggons necessary for this 
purpose. This allotment was based 
on a number of factors, and was 
frequently reviewed in the interests 
of elasticity. The working forward 
of the coal ‘ from the mine 
‘dock, or staith, was determined by 
information regarding the time of 
arrival of the ship to be loaded. 
similar arrangement based on week- 
ly requirements, ‘had been adopted 
with regard to waggons for the 
supply of coal, coke, limestone - and 
ironstone to the blast furnaces and 
steel works on the Teeside. 
= Retail Coal 

_ Coal. for retail sale was- delivered 
into. open-topped cells’ at the various 
depots, thus ensuring the prompt dis- 
charge of the waggons and elimin- 
ating stacking, while coal for ship- 
ment ‘was’ largely dealt with by 
saiths, in - combination. with hoists 
and conveyors. These staiths were 
provided with. gravity spouts, which 
were raised and lowered in accord- 
ance ‘with the state of the tide. 
Telescopic ends were fitted to these 
spouts to eater for boats of differ- 
ent beam. ‘Trap-ends to check the | 
flow of coal, “slews” ‘to assist hori-” 
zontal -trimming and electrically 


driven belts, so that shipping at an 
angle could be effected ‘were also 
used. At: Blyth, a number of anti- 
coal breakers had been installed. At 
Hull coal was shipped by long con- 
veyor belts, hoists and cranes. 
Tron and Steel 
As regards the iron and steel in- 


to. the «

dustry, ironstone from the Cleveland - 
district was conveyed to Middles- 
brough in 20 and 30-ton ‘hopper 
waggons.owned by the railway com- 
pany, while limestone was brought 
from Weardale and Wensleydale. . Of 
the other industries in the area, men- 
tion might be made of the erection 
of sugar-beet: factories at, York and - 
Selby, and -of the manvfacture of 
oile and‘ cattle feeding atuffs at 
Selby and Hull, the latter town be- 
ing the largest oil and seed erush-- 
ing centre in the world.

AUSTRALIA’S WHEAT ‘SURPLUS: ° . 


The world is by way of having a 
glut of wheat at command this year. 
In -addition to the record crop. of 
Canada; and the large surplus which 
Argentina has on hand to export, ft: 
is now learned that Australia will 
have an unusual quantity. to ship, 
The Commonwealth's statistician has 
published his estimates, and these 
show a record area of wheat . under 
cultivation — 14,590,006 acres. . The 
harvest totalled 49,183,000 bushels in 
New South Wales alone, and the 
total Commonwealth. crop is - estim- 
ated to be approximately 160,000,000 
bushels. Australia, therefore, must 
come into the market with her 
wheat; and the demand for tonnage 
to carry it away should be on a 
larger scale than usual. .

“MAN OF NUANCES” 


If our understanding of human 
character could be formed only by 
the study of a man’s deeds, writes 
Emil Ladwig in the “Observer”, it 
would of necessity be confined to 
historical figures; when it is a 
question of dealing with a living 
man a living presence enters upon 
the stage, which reveals just as 
much as it conceala. The writer 
who strives to form his judgments 
sine ira et studio, who prides him- 
self on an unattainable objectivity, 
is downright afraid to make the ac- 
quaintance of the men he jis: going 
to portray; but we who do not run 
away from the impression ‘of per- 
sonality rather seek it as the most 
precious and genuine expression of 
human life, are the more stimulat- 
ed by such acquaintances, well 
aware of the effects of a personal 
influence, which we neither deny 
nor avoid. A-strange prejudice it 
is, that a writer should consciously 
set himself against being impress- 
ed by the man he desires to under- 
stand, instead of yielding to him 


.|in so far as he can! 


A Changed Mussolini 

So it was with mixed feelings 
that I entered the vast, almost 
empty room of Mussolini. 
ing. two previous interviews he had 
granted me, I was struck by the 
. |simplified picture of the man pre- 
sented by most observers who have 
tried to portray. him. The man of 
iron, the demon’s glance, the great 
actor, Napoleon—thus he had been 
described to me. I found an entire- 
ly different, a, much more interest- 


,]ing and complex character. 


-My friends Pe disappointed to 
hear an avow€d pacifist speak so 
favourably of the-dangerous Duce; 
they said, that he had misled me 
and had presented himself to me 
in just the light he wished to be 
seen in. I ask,*Who does not? And 
is it net, indeed, one of. the 
problems of a diplomat to impress 
himself upon-every man in just the 
way he wishes ‘to appear to him? 
If one really believes that a devot- 
ed student of mankind is incapable 
of seeing through a-mask,. then 
these observations are worthless. 
The objections of my friends do 
not alarm me. 
being deeply impressed by ‘certain 
Russian leaders, without believing 


‘that their system is acceptable for 


Europe, then it must be allowed to 
an enemy of dictatorships to do 
justice to a man from whose char- 
acter important results will follow. 
What ranged us all against the two 
attempts to solve the social problem 
is the same denial of the freedom 
of thought; but in the case of Italy 
everything depends upon the man, 
who is. therefore a man of Euro- 
pean interest. 


Thoughtful Answers 

The man I saw seemed to me, 
first of all, natural, without pose, 
endowed with a strong feeling for 
nuances; On a dozen questions 
which only a man free of pre- 
judices would have allowed a 
thorough-going enemy of chau- 
vinism to put. to him, he replied 


iwithout the use of. any party 


phrases, not. according to hard 
formulae, but with elastic thought 
and feeling; and again‘ and again 
he declared that politics was not a 
matter of dogmatic theory, but al- 
ways.a. human art. He almost 
never gave the easy answers—the 
answers to be expected from. his 
political doctrine and his position, 
the answers that his friends give 
—but rather he gave the thoughtful 
answers of a man who knows that, 
everything has two sides and.-is 
ready to admit that every form of 
government has its drawbacks. 
Gur: central question. is not‘ the 
fate of Italy, but the peace of 


-|Europe; and, if. Fascism seems op- 


posed to peace, seems to endanger 
it, then let us forget all the .ad- 
vantages that Italy enjoys through 
Fascism.’ -As.to the danger, 1 
might set it down-as my. personal 
impréssion that this man ‘will avoid 
war—not as-a pacifist, which he 
is not, but for the following four 
reasons: first; ‘as'‘a dictator who|”

The danger that a nation, furesee 
goaded on {o- self-consciougness, 
may at length force its leadera in- 
to a war, Mussolini—so it seems 


.jto me—definitely obviates; he feels 


himself strong enough not to be 
overpowered in 9 crisis of national 
emotion. It is an open question 
whether his Ministers would exert 
their influence with the people 
in the same direction or against 
their master; for the present, I see 
only that they fear him. 

The second problem which I trac- 
ed during ‘this interview was the 
spread of Fascism in Europe. 
There seems.to me to be a distinct 
contrast between the Italian . and 
Russian methods, which formerly 
wére so much alike. © “World re- 
volution”- still. belongs to tha 
phraseology Gf the Soviet State, 
and perhaps not to phraseology 
alone; in reading certain Roman 
manifestoes one sees similar 
dreams in Italy. Such dreams are 
obviously far from Mussolini’s 
mind. He is striving for no world 
rulership; he has no desire’ to ex- 


port his ideas of-Statecraft: He

To he 
sure, the same activity goes on 
around him: that goes on ,around 
Stalin; but Stalin wants-to spread 
his ideas abroad, while Mussolini, 
on‘the other hand, is sought after 
by certain groups in Germany and 
France, And when a factory works 
only for the home market and is 
yet besieged by foreigners to send 


| goods to them, it goes hard with 


ambition to resist. 

Perhaps it’ is Musoling’ 3 hélief 
that it is better to co-operate with 
nations which, according to his 
ideas, are weakened by demoeracy 
rather than with such as would be 
strengthened by going over to 
Fascism. . His belief in his new 
form of State might bring him‘ to 
the point of not desiring to see it 
established. anywhere else, but of 
keeping his. discovery to himself. 

Mussolini's Policy © 

_ This is closely. ‘bound up with the 
personal aims of his. dictatorship. 
It is certain that in the beginning 


he - thought. only ‘of saving” his’ 


country from anarchy and that im- 


floated vaguely before his” mind; 
but the first is six years and: the 
second three years ago. To-day he 
gives . the impression. of a 
man, who, to be sure, enjoys 
power, but- less for. its ‘own 
sake than for “building . with 
it. For he’ is essentially a 
manof order, as appears in his 
wide programme, which he plans 
years ahead and has, carried out 
year after.

historical references, and, as.a son 
of Mediterranean landa, he finds a 
joy in-the masks of a dialogue. - I 
was astonished at the degree of his 
plain'’speaking. Moreover, he has 
thoroughly studied history, and not 
merely Italian history. — 

This Italian, who 
his leadership. to his own 
country, is’ well’ aware of 
the manifold existence of. Eurcpe, 
once — hig. glance Ppasaes- be- 
yond his own borders. He denias 
emphatically that he ever claimed 
the supremacy of his race over 
others, and declares. that to each 
belongs its own. How far he 
reckons the bounds of Italy I do 
not know or I might leave it an 
open question. The dictators in 
Italian history seem the most in- 
teresting to him, -and yet the man 
whose life he urged me to. write 
was that soldier of freedom, Gari- 
baldi. - ot 
He holds fast to the: power he 
himself has created, but he desires 
to establish this twentieth-century 
dictatorship upon moral political 
grounds. Capitalism, - mounting 
higher, he said, had cut down the 
political: interest of the people. 
European interest in Parliamentary 
speeches -had fallen off so much 
because every one was in- 
terested in business and pro- 
perty, -and ‘the ablest minds 
were being devoted to. in- 
dustry and not to Parliament; this 
development seemed to him most 
strongly apparent in America. No 
wonder that he holds a dictator- 
ship, or at most a ministerial coun- 
cil, a need of the times. 

. Believer in Genius 

Yet he would limit his theory in 
two respects: First, in regard to 
those lands which have too 
long been a passive, whereas 
Italy has spent too long a 
time in merely finding fault; 


confines 


second, in cases where fortune has 


brought a highly-endowed leader. 
If he had the power of Napoleon in 
1810 I believe he- would not do as 
Napoleon did, set up vice-regents 
(té-day party functionaries), 
imagine: that he could govern all 
‘Europe from Rome. Rather he is 
wont to remark on how difficult 
government has become in our 
time, how complicated, how rich in 
nuances. Mussolini is a student 
of Nietzsche, of whom he said to 
me that. he could read his books 


again and again without tiring.+ 


He believes more in genius that in 
and that genius ap- 
pears always as an isolated fact. 

One who is used to drawing un- 
usual men not in rough outline but 
in delicate strokes must. feel him- 
self fascinated by this man, even 
when regarding his political doc- 
trine and his policy with scep- 
ticism. With this.man there is 
nothing of that warrior’s eye to 
overwhelm an opponent or pierce 
him to the heart; none.of those 
significant. pauses the old diplomats 
were so fond of, and none of that 
southern gallantry’ to beguile the 
foreigner. Here before all else is 
a workman, who divides his days’ 
between two ministries and spends 
his evenings working. at~ home 
alone, who. lives in.a two-storey 
house, looked after by an old house- 
keeper ;'a man who never goes into 
society, and plays the violin only 
for himself. : 

When I told him what Edison had 
said about 2-per cent. inspiration 
and 98 per cent. perspiration, he 
laughingly agreed and made fun of 
those people who think a great man 
is a good fellow from niorning -to 
night. This man .. first. of 
all, ‘let. -me repeat, is

STEADY OUTPUT . 

Clyde" shipbuilders have already 
launched a fair amount of. tonnage 
since the beginning . of the present 
month, and, as the ‘armual oliday 
-period is now within sight, it is prob- 
able that there will be a steady’ out- 
put from the. yards during the next 
few weeks, says the Glasgow correspon- 
dent of “Journal ‘of Commerce.”

The enises. for the anomaly of a 
“promise” being superior in value te 
the “performance” in this issue are 
undoubtedly many, but the principal 
cause would appear to be the inade- 
quate supply of bank notes for “trade” 
parposes; the value of bank notes omit- 
ted is returned in millions, bat what 
proportion of those millions is in trade 
circulation is unknown, nor is the 
total ascertainable’ of the huge sum 
hoarded by the Chinese in South China 
as a protective measure afainst the 
insecure and mercurial paper. of their 
own Banks, end their coin .of varying 
and doubtful values. - : 

This is a wonderful tribute to the 
note issuing institutions of. Hong Kong, 
but they are. possibly not performing 
fully the service intended by the ordin- . 
ances authorising their respective 
note issues in that-an important per- 
contage of -such notes (larger than 
most people think) is being utilised to 
a purpose foreign to facilitation of 
j trade by its permanent withdrawal 
jinto the Chinese equivalent of the 
French ‘peasant’s stocking. 


This unexpected use of bank notes 
has kept Hong Kong currency over 
silver parity,-and a position in tacls, 
originally contracted for trade require+ 
ments which did not eventuate and 
since carried on speculatively, has in-_ 
tensified the difficulty by keeping -up ;: 
or even increasing -the premium for 
bank notes; a natural and normal con-.. 
sequence of wealmess in the. sterling 
rate in. Shanghai vis-a-vis a relatively 
urimovable rate in Hong Kong. In 
other words, the premium of Hong 
Kong_ notes is primarily due to the de- 
mand therefore exceeding the supply, 
jand in a secondary manner to the 
speculation in taels. There are un- 
doubtedly other causes, but whatever 
they may be, the fact remains that'a 
departure 6f a currency. from.its parity, 
whether a rise or fall from its basis of 
value, cannot react otherwise than de- 
ttimentally to trade. 

The question is full of intricacies, 


and a satisfactory solution even more . 
so, but'a remedy might be found in an 
increase in the issue of bank notes, 
and placing a curb in the speculation 
in taels.‘. The latter might be reached 
without great difficulty by 
figreement between the - Banks 
themselves but; for obvious 
reasons, it cannot be effective unless ac- 
companied by measures to. meet the 
trade requirements of Hong Kong y 
respect of bank notes. 

Neither will an inerease by ‘iteclé 
in.the issue of Bank notes remedy. the 
situation unless accompanied by a cer=" 
tainty of continued. unrestricted im- 
port-and export of silver dollars to cbr- 
rect the vagaries of the tael, and. the 
free circulation’ and ‘acceptance of 
dollars, and in this the Government 
might assist by withdrawing its dis- 
couragement to payments to the Trea-- 
sury in the Colony's legal tender.” 

An inerease in notes accompanied by 
free circulation of dollars interchange- 
able into notes and general. observation 
of the fact that silver dollars are legal 
tender in this Colony. would appear to 
be -effective almost at. once in bring- 
ing down-the Hong Kong paper dollar - 
to its. true value.

’ Nanking, July 15.

What Japan Says 

Tokyo, Yesterday. 

Being Monday, editorial: comment 
is still lacking, but Press ‘despatches 
of Moscow’s ultimatum to China are 
given prominence with: big head lines, 
of which some are sensational. 

The Forcign Office has not yet re- 
ceived official confirmation of the -ul- 
timatum and therefore withholds com- 
ment, but admits it is less optimistic 
of a peaceful scttlement than on Satur- 
day when it appeared the danger was 
blowing over. 

In the meantime Ci onsular despatches 
from’ Manchuli state that Japanese 
report ' that 
movements of troops and troop trains 
are visible at every station eastward of 
Karimska at the junction of the Chin- 
est Eastern Railway and the Amur. 
Railway. 

The Foreign Office reiterates that its 
policy is one of very close watchful 
waiting and of strict neutrality, a 
readiness to protect its own interests 
if menaced and also under no circum- 
stances to allow disturbances to spread 
southward of Changchun. 

Military Thoughts 
»..While withholding official com- 
ment well-placed military observers 
express the belief that the Soviet ul- 
timatum is intended to foree China to 
negotiate, rather than being a hostile 
threat, therefore they anticipate that 
the present dispute will be settled with- 
out resort to. arms, as Moscow is keen- 
ly desirous of preserving peaceful re- 
lations with her Chinese neighbour. 

The same observers point out that the 
available Soviet troops, though numeri- 
cally inferior are far more efficient and 
up-to-date than the Chinese, and there- 
fore would be fully able to hold their 
own if concentrated at the three 
strategic points, Vladivostok, Blavoves- 
chenk, and Manchuli. Unless there are 
unexpected developments, the military 
authorities therefore appear to be con- 
fident that hostilities are unlikely — 
Reuter. 

British Views 
London, Yesterday.

WHITE LINES 
MORE MISUNDERSTANDING 
IN "KOWLOON 
SUMMONSES FAIL 

Captain R. H. Bakewell, Somerset 
Light Infantry, and Mr. AL A. 
Xavier, No. 300, Kowloon ‘Tong, 
owners of. cars, were yesterday 
‘summoned at the Kowloon Police 
Court for causing. an obstruction by 
parking their cars outside the white 
lines ‘opposite the Railway Station.

DRIPSTONE ALLEGED TO BE A 
DANGEROUS ABOMINATION 


A DOCTOR'S CONDEMNATION 

“That dangerous abomination, 
the dripstone.” These words are 
actually contained in a report on 
the health of Penang signed by 
Dr, Smart and confirm a suspicion 
which many of us have felt “but 
few liked to voice.

DISPUTED ‘LAND TRANSFER 
- IN COURT - 


KUALA LUMPUR CASE 
Kuala Lumpur, July 4. 

An interesting suit was taken 
up in the Supreme Court to-day 
(says the “Straits Times”) before 
Mr. Justice Farrer Manby; the 
parties being Mr. D, V. Kandiah, 
Inspector of Weights and Mea- 
sures, Kuala Lumpur and Mrs. 
Kandiah, plaintiffs and Dr. J. H. 
Ponnambalam (first defendant) 
and his wife, who is 2 daughter 
of the plaintiffs (second defen- 
dant). “The plaintiffs asked for a 
declaration that a piece of land 
in, Ampang-road, where the - de- 
fendants now lived, was held in 
trus| by his daughter, the second 
defendant, and for ax injunction 
restraining the: first defendant 
from transferring, charging or 
ctherwise disposing of the , lad, 
for an order that ‘the first defen- 
dant should-transfer the land to 
the second defendant or to trustees 
upEpointed by the court, and for an 
order restraining the first defen- 
dant from disposing of the land] 
after transfer withont an order 
of the ccurt. 

The Hon. Mr.. Ac S. Bailey ap- 
peared for-the plaintiffs and Mr. 
M..N. Malik. for the defendants. 

As outlined. by plaintiffs’ coun- 
sel, the facts of the case are as fol- 
lows:—In 1924 the plaintiffs agreed 
to the Betroths] of their daughter 
who was then 16 years of age to 
the first defendant. The plaintiffs 
entered into an agreement with 
their daughter to give her as dowry, 
according to Ceylon custom, the 
sum. of

JURISDICTION 0 OF MILITARY 
: RESENTED — 


: "INTERNATIONAL COUNCIL 
3 Montreal, July. 8. ° 
.To remove the nursing profession 
from military Jurisdiction, and 
make it equally seponel to 
educational and public health inter- 
ests, will be one of. the chief aims of 
the International Council of Nurses 
which opens here to-day. : 
To be affliated with the inter- 
national council, which is the 
largest body. of professional women 


in the world, an organisation must |. 


be officered hy’ nurses and not by 
army men. : : 

Six new countries, having com 
plied with the regulations, will be 
admitted at the ‘coming ‘ council. 
They are. Sweden, Philippine is- 
lands, Korea, Japan, Finland and 
Holland. Nineteen other countries 
are represented by the 132,000 
members. . 

Foreign Nurses 

The 150 foreign nurses who will 
attend have begun to arrive in this 
country. Among them is Mlle..L. 


Chaptal, president of the National | 


Association of Trained “Nurses of 
France. She is-one of the can- 
didates for president of the inter- 
national council and was nominated 
by the French nurses. 

Two other candidates 
Clara D. Noyes of Washington, 
D. C., first vice-president of the 
eouncil and director of nursing 
service of the American Red Cross, 
and Miss Jean I. Gunn of Toronto, 
Canada. Miss Gunn was nominated 
by the American Nurses’ associa- 
tion. Miss Noyes had requested the 
American nurses not to nominate 
her, but she reckoned without the 
Cuban Nurses’ association, which 
placed her name in nomination.

8. AFRICANS 1 IN DANGER 


With three wickets to fall, South. 


Atrica are only 24 runs ahead of 
Engiand at the end of the second 
day’y play in the Third Test Match 
at Leeds. 

After the tea interval yesterday, 
five _ wickets fell for 74 runs. In 
that period, however, the visitors 
wiped out. England’s lead on the first 
innings, doing so at considerable 
coul. 

Of the last live wickets, Woolley 
was responsible. for two, “Parmer” 
White (the England captain) for 
two and Freeman one. Two of the 
five were batsmen were out ib.w. 

The fact ‘that succes in the 
second innings has befallen the slow 
bowlers speaks for itself. 

Woolley’s Triumph 

Woolley has enjoyed a triumph. 
After making top score for England 
(when it was thought that his Test 
career was over), he was called upon 
to bowl, although he has been doing 
jess and less bowling for Kent, his ! 
county. And there were other left- 
hand bowlers ‘in the team as well. 

Having gained the upper hand | 
yesterday, England ought to win to- 
day, even if (as is hoped) South j 
Africa’s ‘tail’ does the proverbial 
wagging. ‘ q 

The weather was ideal, says 
Reuter, and the wicket still good. 
The attendance numbered ‘8,000. 
From 106 for 2 wickets (Hammond 
30° not out and Duckworth 5 not 
out), England resumed. And the 
batsmen scored quickly. By lunch, 
the total had been, increased to 270 
runs for 5 wickets (164 ‘runs having 
beén added for three more wickets). 

. Mild Collapse’ 
- Then came a mild collapse and the 


last five wickets went for only 58 j- 


runs more,.the innings closing for 
328. Quinn’s bowling must have 
been good ‘(as witness his 6 for 92) 
but an exagyerated respect must 
have been paid to some of the other 
bowlers. 

Tate and Freeman began the good 
work when South Africa opened 
their second innings. At the tea 
interval, the seore was only 42 for 
2 wickets. 

After Tea 

Both Mitchell and Morkel fell to 
lb.w. decisions, White and Freeman | 
being responsible. 

Duminy, who had been capped .in 
South Africa against England and 
had been impressed by H. G. Deane | 
for -the match on account of ' 
eagualties in the touring side, failed | 
once more te get going.

It may be five years, it may 
be ten, ‘but I think the end will 
come before that. The movies 
have . everything now- except 
colour and they will get that. 
Eventually sound pictures ‘will be 
the one and only form of enter- 
tainment. I myself am simply 
mad about them. 

“Sound pictures are going to be 
a wonderful thing for the Ameri- 
can composer, who up to this 
time has had ‘great difficulty ‘in 
competing with old world com- 
Now his day has dawn- 
ed. 

“No longer will people be con- 
tent to sit as formerly for three 
hours’ hearing people sing in a 
tongue they do not understand.
